The M.ulinn ccnrisi* of the central dome f-nly of Sanyud-daulftA former 
famous Imambara—burnt down during a display of fireworks. An cn&r- 
mous gun, "the 0achau.aU tope; made between the twelfth and fotirteenth 
centtniicr. i- a conspicuous object in ibc Open space fronting die palace 
The tmarobara Is superb, Its chandeliers stand unrivalled in the Ea\i_ 
At two of the comers arc Burogi. or " Bright Gnc^, ' being representations

Prophet ascended to heaven- Sabrca, shields, lances- banners, daggers and 
feather* decorate the structure. At the time of the visit preparations f(Jf the 
approaching Mohurrum were well advanced and the visitors were able to 
form some conception of the magnificent spectacular ceremonies in which 
the faithful were about to indulge, A flock tower, the ■'Big Ben of Murshida- 
tia.fi." graces the Palace grounds. 

The Palace of the NAvritb Bahadur recalls Government House at 
Calcutta, It is fn the Italian style o( architecture and Colonel Duncan 
McLeod of the Bengal Engineers was the architect. The foundation-stone 
was laid In i$s% in the presence of the Agent to the Governor-General, Lord 
Bentlnck, by His Highness the Niwnb Humayun Jah, ami completed in <$37 
during the administration of Lord Auckland. I t is crowned by a dome 
and consists of three storey* On the ground flew are located the toshakhana, 
the armoury, the offices and the record rooms. On the first are the Durbar, 
or throne room, the drawing-room, the ban^uetlng-bal), Uie billiard rooms, 
chambers and boudoir, The second (or topmost) storey contains the 
ball-roam library, sleeping apartments, etc As may be imagined, the 
palace U magnificently furnished ami to thoroughly examine iU wealth of 
treasures, its jewels, picture?, books, china-ware and arm* would take da/3 
The library Is open to the public. Ifc-i mam feature Is its colleeiion of copies 
of the Koran, some of which are of priceless value. Among iJw document!: of 
Interest are the Treaty of 1763. bearing the signature* of Mix Kasim, VansHUrt 
and Warren Hastings; and those of 1765 and 1770 with the autographs of 
Najiim-ud-daula and the member? of Uie Council at Calcutta The -tgna- 
tures of Clive, Camac and Sykes appear <>n the Agreement of 1765, There 
may also be seal letters from Lord William Bentinck, Lord Amherst, Lord 
Auckland, King William IV, and Oueett Victoria. 

Many of the most interesting object* belonging to the Armoury have 
been lent for the Victoria Memorial Halt collection * The numerous state 
jewels deputed In lire toahkliana ate, many ol them, of very great value and 
are further enriched by the historic associations of the put. Some of them 
may be recognised in the portrait? of the Nizams in the " Family Gallery.' 
On this occasion the jewels nett specially placed on view fur the Inspection 
of the visitors, but unfortunately there was no lime left tn which to admire 
them, By way of Sura} ud-Diuilies Bazar. the MuraMtLtiad railway slatitm 
was reached. Of this bazar it it said that it octuple? the »i<r of a large pit 
tbe repository of unwholesome matter, and that by Suraj-ud-daul&'s com- 
mand U.r pit was filled up and Converted into a bazar or marketplace in 
a single night. 

Afternoon tea was served in the train on the downward journey, 
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It is to be regretted that time did not permit of a visit to other places 
of interest across the river visible from the palace grtmnd* F Among them 
Shtija Khan's tomb ami Muradbagh, Clive's residence after I’kssey, tchem 
Vansittort removed Mir j offer from his (Hvaftiott of Subadar of Bengal. After 
Biassey, too, i! wa* from the Mansutganj I'aUcc that Stiray-Nd-daula fled 
and Mir Jaffar was placed on the throne by CHve* It used to be surrounded 
by an artificial canal still known as the Heera j hil or Lake of Diamonds. 1 " 
Here Jay the femous treasure vaults entered by Clive arid his officers referred 
to in the familiar magnificent passage in his statement to the Chairman of 
a Committee of rhe House of Commons:— 

H Consider the situation In which the victory of i’lassey had placed me, 
A great prince was dependent on my pleasure; an opulent city lay at my 
mercy ; its richest bankers hid against each other for my smiles , I waited 
through vaults which were thrown open to me alone, pi ltd on either hand 
with gold and jewels I Mr, Chairman, at this moment, I stand astonished at 
my own moderation, 1 * 

But with the exception of a few broken walls and foundations the 
Bhagirati has washed everything away. 

The father of the present Nawab was All Kadar Bahadur, w ho for many 
years previous to his death bore the burden of lit-health with touching 
(lability. * He was. 11 writes Mr, l 1 . C. Ma?.iimt!ar p ■ seventh from Mfr JafTar, 
Nawab Naaim uf Bengal, ninth from Syud Hussan S’ajafi, chief of Vajafin 
Arabia; twenty-eighth from Ahmed, entitled Nariraddln Alia, Ruler of 
Yemen (315 A.H ); thirty-fifth from Imam Husaan ; thirty-sixth from Alt, 
the Amir-ul-Momin and Tatema, the Prophet’s daughter, thirty-seventh 
from Mahomed, the Prophet of Arabia; thirty-ninth from Abdul MottaJeb, 
bead or the Kore*)i Tribe aid chief of Mecca ; slaty-third from limail imd 
sixty-fourth from Abraham of the Old Testament of whom in verse G 
Chapter XVII. of the book of Genesis it is said " and King? shall comr out 
of thee." Thence back, through Terah, Stiem, N’-iah, Lantech, .Methuselah, 
Enoch, and Seth to "the grand old gardener and his wife" it a matter 
of easy com puts Lion. 

Ac the individual invitation of H. H. the Niwab Bahadur Amfr-ul-Omrah, 
the guests were entertained at a sumptuous lunch in lhe great banqueting 
hall of the palace : prior to which each member of the party had been 
personally Introduced to Hi Highness. His Highness’ brother, the 
Prince Kuir-A&Mirza, his uncles, tire Prince* Wallah-Kadir and Asmah- 
KadSr, and other members of the family alao honoured the tarn pa ny 
with their presence. The State Band enlivened the proceedings. After 
limeh, the Hon. Mr. justice Rampim, In a speech admirably suited to tire 
occasion, returned thinks to His Highness for his princely hospitality. He 
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referred to the period civet forty years ago, when, at the beginning of life 
■jjfvice, hr had been si at in tied at Murshidabad, and said he had been 
privileged to enjoy the lavish hospitality of its Sawab for three generations. 
Tins references to the Nawab were received with accUouitiun, and life 
Highness, having replied to the toast, three very cordial cheers were given 
for him, 1 

The speech of the Nawsb UaJiadur was as fellows;— 

Ladies and Gentlemen,—it is impossible for me to express in word* the 
great pleasure your visit to the Palace has afforded me. Yen constitute a society, 
the objects of which ate deserving ol all praise and deserve the sympathy of 
all No one can but admire the trouble, discomfort and inconvenience you pul 
yourselves to by undertaking excursions like these. The cause of history, and 
more directly the cause of thu conservation of ancient monuments Kill be 
well served by your endeavours, for by these you Attempt to find out not only 
what deserves commemoration, but in a way bring to the notice of iIke author!, 
ties their respondbililift in this direction Who knows Ituw many monument* 
of historical value would not have been saved from rain arid oblivion if your 
society had bccu started & century earlier ? You are therefore noL a day loo 
early. The country which Is rich in historic memories will lw grateful (or 
iv hat you have done fn the pa si. and what you propose to do in the future. 
Already the first fruits of your labours are visible b the attention that is 
being given to certain monuments. Moat of yon have marked the improve¬ 
ment that has been effected in the cemeteries of Calcutta, and there can be 
tittle doubt that it is) owing to your wxertious in the matter that the neglect 
of years is beginning to fie remedied. 

Speaking of the old city of Murshidabad. I think l can reasonably say 
that as the place where the British Empire in the East started Into being it 
deserve the respect and attention of all person'., much more of those who 
have Lbe honor of being members of a society like yours. You have before 
this read of Its pavt and you have to-day seen of its present, and 1 am afraid 
you have come to the conclusion that the cradle of British rule in the East 
deserves more attention and more scrutiny than you [tare beeu able to spare 
and bestow by a few h'wrv sojourn among its ruins. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, the history and the traditions of the past have not 
a value for every observer. To Ute historian and the lover of antiquity, the 
mouldering heaps of the foundation walls of the SangidaJau and Emtazmahal, 
the silted bed of the Lake of Pearls and remains of the channel of the Lake 
of Diamonds are of more absorbing interest than the triumphs of modern 
architectural and engineering skill. To the curious students of history 
the signatures of Clive and Warren Hasting, of Vausittirt and Watts, 
have more charm than heaps of modern manuscripts. Yet they are less than 
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two hundred year? old. We cannot claim Tot aoy re lie m monument in 
Murshidabad that antiquity which perhaps gives similar objects ihdr value 
elsewhere. There are few Interested in the History ol British rule in 
India who would not desire to Visit the es<4rt place where Clive re¬ 
presenting Die Dew ad Company and sitting oh the same Musnad with 
Xajmudawla *=> S.irim performed the celebrated i'uiineah at Mnti Jiwe!. 
Tiis site of the I'alace in which Clive after his entry into the city Jived. «nd 
which has bren described ar big enough to accdrem/adftt* three Kurepean 
monarchy strikes one in its present deplorable condKhn of its f^ded im¬ 
portance. In your sojuum t!ii> morning you have trodden on historic ground. 
You have seen the grave where repose the remains of the greatest ally of Great 
Britain—for that is the verdict which history has passed up in my great 
predecessor. Mir JafTu. His successors now silenced in death repose by his 
aide His direct descendant—only seventh from him—my late lamented and 
revered lathes is among them. The great Mattf Ik40in—better known aa the 
Moth ef-O'-C o SI pony— Ue* there buried in her secluded gave. What a grave¬ 
yard of buried greatness you have visited this morning i You will have 
observed that although Use sunlight of former day* U over nod its glory 
vanished, there is l thank God a faint cre-cent still visible through the un¬ 
surpassed and unparalleled generosity of tile British Government. 

Ladles and Gentlemen, ! have no doubt by your visit the historical 
interest of the city will be revived and that the ravages of time responsible 
for the ruins around you will be checked as best they cm and that the 
memories of the past wilt be preserved In future. 

Lastly 1 must return my thanks to you ail for the kind nets with which 
you have accepted my invitation and for the very flattering words in which 
my valued friend, the Hon’bic Mr, justice Kampirti, has spoken of what little I 
did to facilitate your visit to tire several places and object* of interest Jo 
Murthitlabad. I wish your association all success ami prosperity and shall 
always watch its work with the greatest interest. In conclusion 1 also thank 
you for the honour you have done me by ejecting me a pamut of your so¬ 
ciety,

a OME thirty-five years ago Mr. R. Lethbridge contributed to 
the O leutt* Ha it ir Vot UV, * most imiJOrtant article 
on the nuifusAit Records of Bengal, By the kindness of the 
Proprietor of that Stt/itw. Mr, C J. A. Pritchard, I am 
permitted to make liberal extracts from this rich mine 
of historical information. 

Cirrrr,«iOb*<;,—"We learn that at Chittagong original documents are 
still surviving which date from the time of Clive’s first administration, A.D, 
1760—only three years after ftvtey. Such a scries as this of Chittagong, 
extending over considerably more titan a century, must obviously contain an 
immense amount of interesting information ; but we can only give a few 
samples, almost at haphazard tn the year 1771, the year preceding the 
advent of Warren Hastings as Governor of Bengal, we get a voluminous letter 
of twenty -one foolwup pages from thr Commissioner to the Commissioners of 
Revenue on the revenues of the division. In (774, when our histories are 
mainly concerned with lie affairs of Cheyt Singh of Benares and with the 
squabbles of the newly-appointed Governor-General and his Council at 
Calcutta, we get an interesting letter from Warren Hastings to the ‘Chief of 
Cbaiwfcmilgare‘ on the subject of slaver)’, ]n 1777 there is one of even 
greater importance—when we remember that Die history of the Arakin 
frontier and Ihe depopulation of the Snnderburis is the f/firelrium hutoritHm 
uf Bengal, and that this letter can hardly be found in duplicate—from Captain 
Ellmker tr> the Chief of Chittagong about certain invasions of the Mugh*. 
Later In the year .Warren Hastings write to the same official for inform*, 
lion Hurmah ; early in 1790, we find a fuurd oidered for MoheskaJly 'on 
account uf the Burmese and again hi April 1791. there is a letter from the 
Board lo the Collector of t hittagong regarding the disturbances by Burmese 
hi the 'iuth of the dUlrict In 1789 there is «u important petition from the 
lemindart of &uidwipa; in 1790 a memorial from the reminder- and t.dukdari 
of Chittagong ; and Uter In the same year, an important series of petitions, 
extending over twenty-five pages uf foolscap and containing a large amount of 
interesting hi formation, relative In the tiwjpraetiee* of the Dlwjtn. Letters 
alxjut tile Ktendi irt Chiuagmig , idlls fir 'dieting people rent by rhs King of 
Ava‘, and documents about police. embankments. waste lands, bAut*, * cs,ie* 
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illuvMtt'ii and decreai* m land*/ - nit, c&ttoh, untl indeed every | alible detail 
connected with revenue, commerce, agriculture. amt the administration 
generally—are to be Foiiad in UtU trea^urc-li'UHr of antiquities, >mly awaiting 
an intelligent examination *nd selection.’" 

HUGttLL—~" Most of the official documents of tile Danish Settlement of 
Clritisurah and of the Danish settlement of Fraforiktnagitt or Sorampur, 
were deposited at Htighli f.t the time when those territories passed 
respectively under the British Rule. The Dutch nave always been 
conspicuous, even among*! European nations, for the scientific care 
bestowed on their archives; and the records of the Netherlands India 
preserved at Cfejnsutah were worthy of thstt reputation. We regret, 
however. to find from a paper toad before the Asiatic Society and published 
in fts /Vwrwfes^t in April 1871 that most of those which possessed any 
historical and scientific value were; in tSj.) banded over bodily, and without 
even any proposal to retain Copies of them in this country, by the Government 
of India to the Government of the N ether Indd-j India for transmission to the 
Hague. Tbt extraordinary historical interest nf thtse documents maybe 
seen from the list which is printed j« rxitait in the Pr^cttttimgs. They 
contained a complete series of the Afimttrs of the Governors of ChtesUrab 
from 1674 ; which as Mr. Torrens (who wa* Judge of Huglili at the lime of 
transfer) stated ' mart undoubtedly, I think, have been of tome very con- 
dderable historical lmp>rtnnceL' The other ret* of document' were num* 
berud front t to C6; we will quote a few of the numbers. 

" No. 3 contained copies of 1 grants respecting lands at Pipksy ami 
Halasore, in 1676,' 

“ No. 4 contained documents respecting thr acquisition of lands at 
Bnranhgi>re ' by the Dutch in 1680. 

•* No, 6 contained two Berwatm urtder the seal *rf Vizier Sadooluli 
Khan respecting a house at Patna. 

" No. 3 was a packet containing documents respecting tbr transfer 
nf same preabes *it Dacca from the [■’ranch authorities to the 
Dutch in 1674 This is almost certainly the earliest mention nt record 
or the French being settled In Bengal; the India Jfatae Record* 
calendared by Mr, Bruce in the Annuls 4/ tht East lm(i« Company 
only mention the arrival of the first French Fleet under Admiral 
Dc La It aye in the Kay of Bengal In 1673 ; Stewart in his History of 
Btngai says that the French settled here about 1676; ntui yet fn 
these documents we find them po»nesting premises at Dacca and even 
disposing of those premises as early as 1674. 

~ No. i? was a packet cniitaitunc copies of five firmans permitting the 
Uutch to trade in the provinces of Ourih, AIInhabed, and Agra. 
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* Na 42 contained twenty-one volumes of journals and minutes of the 
Dutch Administration from ifjl to 1K05. These would In all pro¬ 
bability furnish materials for r finely complete history of Netherlands 
India for that period ; and would admirably illustrate the history' of 
the British potter during the same time. 

’•fit* 57 was a book containing a Bote of Warren Hastings on the 
capture of the Fort and Twn of Chimtttrah in t"8i. 

“ The Danish record* of Serampur date from 1745. Both these and the 
surviving tidies of the DuLcti papers vras described as ' covered with the 
dust of year*/ ’worm-eaten and decaying/ " many in * state of in¬ 
separable cohesion,' " 

MirK&llHM&ALL-—" Tins mutilation of the ancient and extremely valu¬ 
able archh-ej of Murshidabad b, we believe, n matter r{ history. Of the 
whole mass of the old English records of this cullccteratc, tkret volumes 
atone now survive! Tho fii^t ui these volume 3 eotiUinv the minute.- of the 
Provincial Court at Murshitblv,d for Lht IsiKei half of tlm year 177S; the 
second volume contains the minutes of the Provincial Council for the first 
half of the year 17S0, the third volume contain* the cortex pondenre of the 
collectnrate during the years 17^1 to 1795, Between these records and those 
of recent years there is. alas ! an historical blank —hitittu ta.’dt dtfitndm, 
which cm now never be filled up"

Tilt: writer of the article, from which we have made these moot in¬

It is most OttUfeely that any 
one ivho lias not himself worked out the derails of such an Expedition as 
our Mur^htilabad Expedition involved, could In the least appreciale die amount 
or previous preparation required to enable our party to see in comfor t all 
that they did see At Tlasscy out good friends. Fa/ at Kubbet Klian Bahadur 
and Itabu P.C. Majuitidar, had before our arrival gone over Ihc whole 6chi and 
carefully taken the time of the elcphunts in order that our visit should not tut 
cither over hurried or too long drawn uut.

man of established honour and reputation. Of him, albeit the confidant

PP- 96, 97 of Vot 11 - of Sir James FTtcjumes Stephen’s Numumar ,7",/ 
Impey will be in a position to judge. Tire high esteem In which Elliot in his 
lifetime was held by Hastings' foes h quite sufficient to place hit reputation 
far beyond dispute If one wishes to judge of the value of Beveridge as *0 
authority, consider there facts* In 1877 and 1E78, he published In the 
Calcutta Review three articles on Warren Hastings, and in tire second 
and third of there articles he passionately set forth Burke’s view that 
\ ? andii Kumar had been judicially murdered In 1885 Sir James Fiirjintcs 
Stephen, in taking Beveridge** articles to pferes, admitted that Beveridge 
hail read the trial of Nuneuroar, hut when he published his reviews he 
had obviously no professional knowledge of tire English law. " On ft 193 of 
VoL l. Sir lames seems to let Mi. Beveridge "if in a most kindly way, ’'Upon 
the whole, the mistake? which I have pointed out in Mr, Beveridge 3 elaborate 
anil laborious articles are. S think, sufficient to show that Ms criticisms me 
rash and often unjust; and that he Hid not when be wrote them possess the 
knowledge of judicial affairs requisite to mAfce him a competent critic 
of the matter on which he wrote.

Steplwris example 
to study the reports of alt three trials most clotrly, l certainly had no 
idea that so much could be got nut of them ami here 1 offer my thanks 
to Sir J, StcplKsn for putting me on the proper track." Where then did 
Mr, Justice Beveridge get his knowledge nf the Trial! For if lie did 
not study VoL XV. of the State Tnais until his opponent haft mildly 
drawn his attention to that record, it ha* also to he remembered that 
it wa3 not until i8S6. when he had already found Sir Elijah Impey 
guilty of "Judicial murder 11 that a native tumllnman brought to Beveridge's 
knowledge the existence of Ihc originnl report, To the diahnniw nf 
one who Was fn his lifetime tans .m tr rf sans rehroehe Mr. Beveridge, 
with a saving danse 11 poor Elliot,” by insinuation rather than honest 
assertion, has represented one of the cleanest mid best nf the English 
In Bengal as an accessory' to 111 alleged crime. 


In regard to Alexander Elliot's return to England there are some apparent 
but not real contradictory statement; In the Mmeir \f the Right Hanmeahle 
ffngh Ell hi. On p, 94 we read 11 in the spring of the year 1 776 A lick had 
returned somewhat unexpectedly from tndla with the repuUliivi of being the 
first man there for character and abilities," but on p gjMve read ** Afiek did 
not return to England till after his brother's [ Hugo's departure J for fieri in 
in the spring Ol" 1 77 J, and early In the tmsmrr 'ri ihc >am= >cat he went 
out to India, where he died In r?yS." It is certain that Alexander was in 
England in the summer of 177^ foronsSth June of that year Mad cane 
wrote out to Hastings: « Elliot has had bad health since his return He (a 
now better, Hfs father at first seemed dissatisfied, but Gankss'a fate 
appointment has set all right again, f really believe chagrin at the liitfe 
service he was able to do you w-ftb Lore! North, who not utily received him 
very coldly, but has been very cold to hh father ever since, lias had some 
share in his illness The only effect (his coldness has had on Sir Gilbert, ot 
is likely to have, is that it will make him more determined.” It .teems dent 
that the family were reunited at Twickenham in September 1776, Altek 
writes : " 1 have visited the mill and the rivulet and tbu Thames, the spot* 
where we fii^i learned to love each other, and only you are'wanting to make 
us perfectly happy “ In November, after w itnessing the election of Ida eldest 
wn to the House of Common*, old Sir Gilbert fell d|, and B „dty the charge of 
hi* second son, Hugh, he travelled with Lirfy Elliot and hr .laughter I^hrllo 
to Marreffles, but at Avignon. Hugh was “ relieved in his melancholy duties 
by hi* brother AJkfc, and Hugh, on account d matter* connected with 
hts recent appointment to Berlin, returned to England, after a parting re 
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<irl and painful, that Sir Gilbert is described as frequently recurring to ii, 
*aymg with a sigh ' |V»r, poor Hugh 1 how unhappy he was to leave »s.‘ 
Sir Gilbert Ellkl ftoe pd Baronet) died at Marseilles on January tt, 1777. 
hut his body did not reach Mrivto for Interment till the following Auguai 
On April the 1st of that year Hugh reached Berlin and in March I hr 
Dowager Lady Elliot and Isabella were once more bt England. " A curious 
accession of accidents,“ writes Hugh's biographer, " caused the various 
members of the family to miss each other, though actually crossing the 
channel «f approaching its shares on the same day; thus Hugh had sailed from 
Gravesend (for Cuxhaven) a few hour* before Sir Gilbert and Lady Elliot 
arrived there, and they, during a passage of four hoars to Calais, crossed 
Aljck on his way to England, while the Dowager Lady Elliot and Isabella, 
who were travelling leisurely from Paris, were passed, on the mad by 
(the new) Sir Gilbert and his wife hurrying to Join them in the French 
Capital.” 


Row was it that at so distressing a time as the death of hfs father, 
Alexander Elliot could allow his widowed mother and sister to proceed on 
their way home unprotected by his presence, while the dear mortal remains 
were to travel to their resting place at Mints on a journey of unexplained 
length in duration T The fact is that white at Marseilles, the ever vigilant 
Elliot had been apprised of a new design to re-establish in India all that 
had been lost to the French at WaiuJewash. The story of tills discovery 
most be rese r v ed to a future issue of Bangui: Pout anti Prastnt There was 
no lime to be lost, he had to report himself at head-quarters, and then 
to rush pus! haste bock to Bengal In a sad letter from his mother to Hugh 
we read : “ That your fate and A lick’s notwithstanding all your advantages, 
require perpetual absence, is a heavy sorrow. Mwy I nut say with the 
Duchess of Richmond in Rirkanl: 

Ll But death has matched my husband from my arms. 

And pludrt two feeble crutches from my feeble hands, 

Clarence and Edward. OH what cause have I, etc., etc. " 

Yob both live, thanks to heaven f but you are both lost to me; you. 
perhaps, I may still embrace, though perhaps not, but Allch, J dure say, I 
have parted with for ever, his picture in now before me in my snuff-box, and 
that is all 1 have of him who tightened my burdens with unwearied duty. 
May heaven Ue> and preserve him, but hula guile to a climate which I am 
sure will destroy hint.” The mother' in»fili<J was Iwc Due year ami urns 
mouth after tiie remains of his lather had readied Mlittu. the " faltlifu] Elliot,” 
Madeline most Justly described him, perished, after a manful contest for 
our Empire, in the swamps of Cuttack. 
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But befort; tmassing on we must take MM farther account of ElUot'* 
u'urk hi England. His father, the poet and scholar, Sir Gilbert, it must be 
remembered was a mm of yreat political inJlnt.fi-:e [ 1c laid at first supported 

Uie party of Pitt and Grtfflvflk*, but afterwards auadtcJ himself to Ural of 
Lord Bute yet not without a hope of reconciling hh former and present all tea 
He latterly became the chief adviser of George the [11 and directed the King’s 

policy, In a ietter to LawretiiCe Snlliran, dated cist Mardt, 1770, Hastings 

alludes to the powerful advocate he had secured in the person of Alexander's 
father. " 1 wish , 1 he writes, " i had early rtcdvrd the advice of Sir Gilbert 
Elliot I am afraid I have too often punished the majority with arms against 
myself by observing a contrary rule. No part of your letter has given me so 
much pleasure as the information of his disposition towards me. Jt will have 
prepared him tu receive with great approbation the event of his sorts return. 

I shall never forgive myself for having consented to it, if Inc Is displeased with 
it; and yet I am sure that It was placing my friend Elliot in a point of 
view bo conspicuous, that perhaps another opportunity might not have occur, 
red in the course oflila life to itmkc his abilities equally known to the public, 
nor equally useful, U01 1 will not entertain a doubt on the subject It was 
a laudable measure ; ft will be received aa mch, and it will prove successful 
In every way, J do not despair of Mdng him yet with your n am esake.”

Tlii* geukman 
lias since married Sir Gilbert Elliot’s daughter, hut the courtship had not then 
commented. T knew In w^s tin.- bosom ftfend ur Mr Weddefbtiroe, and 
therefore I was suspicious timt some deep plot lay under tlw proffered 
negotiation, 1 thought It strange that it did not rather come to me through 
the medium of Mr. JKobinMin with whom l had Ufoir negotiated or to Mi, 
I’eckel through Lord Clarendon," The Mr. Eden mentioned litre mu the 
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father of a future Governor-General—die second Lord and the first Earl of 
Auckland, 

It wroild serve no useful purpose to detail the course of Lord North'* 
double faced politics. The fact was that lie bad signally failed Jit bis attempt 
to strike »l Hastings through the India House, and lie was seeking tr< make use 
of Eden, a man of undoubted honour, in order to embarrass Elliot and con¬ 
sequently Mac lean o in Uidr warfare on their master's be half. Through Eden 
were to come dilatory suggestions of a compromise in order to gam time, silence 
Hastings friends, or reveal their haul, while on ihc other baud a policy of an¬ 
other nature was to be worked out by Robinvut through Wo<dchouse. The 
taller " in direct terms offered to negotiate for an Irish Peerage for Hastings " 
while Eden hold to it that “ nothing of this sort could be done on account of 
the acrimony and violence with which the contention had Isem carried on,** 
Elliot and Madeane, after deliberation, feeling that auap had been set for them, 
decided that Eden should be in formed u that fn, respect «f an honour from 
the mown, the same reason which made it necessary to demand an honour 
before Mr. Hastings had undergone die discussion of a Genera.) Court, ren¬ 
dered it necessary now to decline ft: before this public discussion it was 
then the only mark that coaid be given that no stigma remained nr. Mr, 
Hastings for his resignation but now that lus constituent* hod acquitted him 
In the mam honourable manner, if an hr-in ur was granted. I he censorious 
world would construe it into a bribe for relinquishing his station/' 

When Elliot gave this answer to Eden, the latter remarked : *' it was 
lucky tins honour from the crown was not made a stipulation, because it could 
not at thiit tim* be granted ; he said it was also lucky no jlipulotlou had been 
made on Sir Elijah Impey’s account 1 ' At the unexpected mention of Sit 
Elijahs name, Elliot startled and broke off tlic conference. * ! was much 
alarmed at this.' writes Mackaiit-, " because [ had intelligence that Lite confi¬ 
dential cabinet hud determined to supcr.-x.-dt Sir Elijah , I was struck with 
Elliot's penetration, which has been conspicuous In ail his conduct here, and 
we agreed instantly on the following answer: * that we had not presumed to 
mention Sir Elijah's name, because wl- had never conceived him to be a 
party in the subject of discussion ; but as his name had Lten mentioned, it 
alarmed our fear* lest lie should suffer cm Mr. Hasting/ account, and there¬ 
fore, til) lhu*e Fears were removed, it would be highly dishonourable to pro¬ 
ceed a step further in the business.' Those* fear* were removed." 


At'TEK many devious dealings, a tonipt utni^c wo.-* come to on these 
terms i—

Having secured these terms, Woclcanc, with (I suppose) the concurrence 
of Elliot and Stewart, signified Hasting desire to resign. In so doing, 
although acting for what he conceived te be the interests of his friend, Machine 
dearly exceeded his powers * and, as we all know. Hastings in the sequel 
repudiated hi* agent's action. The North administration abb evinced Its 
sense of the spirit nf the mm premise by the appointment of rlavmng to the 
Order of the Bath and of Whder to the Council fn Bengal. Consequent on 
these appointments, M&deane and Stewart on tjth November 17715, advised 
Hastings to delay his resignation “ lilt you have authentic accounts from 
England of some equivalent honour being last owed on you, capable nf 
counterbalancing ft* pernicious effects in the eye* of all the world and the 
hearts of your friends." in a second letter of the same Hate, Macleanc and 
Stewart, urged still more strongly "you ought not to resign." Elliot, apparent¬ 
ly, thought otherwise. 


Tut records of these negotiation* are tedious reading, for we have long 
since learned that the ronfitlcnte Hastings placed in the rectitude <f Lord 
Nurth was absurd as the dream that a “ ribbon to put on his coat " would 
lure the strong hand* of Warren Hastings from the work lie had atm before 
him in Bengal. But these records do bring c-ut the fidelity of the men who 
served his cause in England in 1776. Our immediate interest is with Etllot 
a mi of him Macleane writes on tith May, 1777: 

w Elliot, ibsi/aitkfml Elliot, who is the bearer of this, renders 
A long despatch now unnecessary, because: he has cither seen 
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cverylhing or learned everything from me. He, am! he alone, 
had my full confidence, because he alone deserved it, ik not, 
I enlrcat you. startled at tbl» declaration, as il I meant to liui> 
miste that you hud not very many steady, faithful, am! valuable 
mends ; fur t never knew any one man that had so many. But 
permit me to say that Elliot lathe friend whom 1 have found 
actuated by the most disinterested motives t never endeavouring 
to clog your wheels by the additional weight of any personal 
impediments. This was not always the case with others ; and it 
has been impossible for me to content all these w ho wanted to 
have made their own affairs a common cause with yours, most 
of whom I thought 1 tad Tin right to it, 1 ' 


lx is interesting to note that in this letter, Maclaine alludes to a point of 
difference between himself and Elliot " He thinks you are more bound by 
the resignation than 1 do, or (from what has been raid) than either Lord 
North or Mr. Robinson," ft vccrria to be the fact that North had no personal 
feeling whatsoever against Hastings, but was simply moved by his desire to 
please C La rfiring's powerful friend:-, and that latterly, deeply involved as he 
had become by compromises with Hostings 1 ' agents, be dreaded the return 
for which lie had at one linn worked ! It i» tn any cue significant diat 
Wilder, sent out to fill the vacancy on the Council which would be created by 
Hastings' expected rfeiigiintion, on the point of sailing from 1'ommonth, got 
bis commission altered, so that he might cueoced to Moitsan instead of 
Hostings. In post haste tire North admin him ion sent to Portsmouth to 
obtain a written surrender of the first appointment; but In the meantime 
Whelerif rtiip, the S/m, hail ‘ailed. To patch matters up, it was decided in 
the Secretary of State's office, that Wbetcr's acceptance of the place vacated 
by Monson s death had been rend err: I void his acceptance of a vacancy which 
Hastings’ return would cicale I After this complete i wltffm*, Elliot. perhaps, 
changed his mind as to the mora l necessity of his patron^ resignation. 


What a relief it is to turn from the dreary pages of Gteig to the thturning 
sketches of ccnioropomry life we find in the lives of the First Ear! of Minto and 
of Hugo Elliot. After all tire dexterous diplomacies of the men of those times 
how pleasant sit their iifiecrations, and the little touches of human nature 
which rescue the hard heaxicdficss of the XVIII century from mental fatigue. 
Old Sir Gilbert Elliot on more occasions proved ■ serious political enemy to 
Lord North, but tile young Elliots were on the best of terms socially with the 
Nortln \\ c get a vision of a "' little private fjurty fl at which Franky North 
iwrsonated Lhc young Lady Sutherland, just Arrived from the North, and so 
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weft that your friend Cat!, gan * quite (iikcn iiu *«<1 made up to die fortune, 
till all cf 4 sudden Franlty gare s. £real VVeattritnatter hallo, to pool* Cadt»pj' * 
extreme pMtfimott." Imagine Ihe wloittiiuu nf Eilat and Lord Srrrtli 
when speaking of Hugh's illness. “ He and tstd Xorth i «*»& he “ J 

to tell me your illn&s traa cured by « large hump growing baxk 

higher than your head . niitl they talked su much about it that they 
frightened me mu of my senses. They had s (augh at me. beemuk: l said 
I would rather have ft myself, or that any of my other brothers &M have 
it. for they were not .so handsome. beside* that Gilbert being an eider 
btutlier, might put bis councillor's wig upon it, A lick might cover it with Indian 
gold, liob’r jprwn would hide il, but Hugh's hump would never d>.\ 
The touches of the maocaroniii. aifures & fa legume* " HhrfflnWs Coffee- 
lirritse, Oxfunf," " sailing peacocks but Insufferable coquette*," 1 am afrwd, 
distort the mind when it should be In pursuit-..f a doubtful tai threugli 
the dust and dryness of obscure diplomatic intrigues.

With the rUc 0! Calcutta. Khijiri ta-itv a fair!> ihdtered anchorage at the 
head of open m-.i navigation. b-;:,\me an impirtirt station. The journey np 
the river to CaJcoLta was considered loo tedious and dangerous of the target 
vessels, ami these accordingly lay in the mad< at Khijiri, and there unshipped 
nod shipped cargo and passengers who were brought to and from Calcutta 
in sloop. An Agent’s house Ai:rt Purl Offi<* were luilJt. and a town grew 
up rapidly with tavern* fur llie acco mm relation of poise ngers waiting for I licit 
vestals. The Following advertisement from the Cakutta Gauttt indicates 
iiow- considerable the place had become by the end of the |£tl| century .— For 
*jks by auction <«i the josh May t?ni. is targe upper-rocmed hou*c ai d 
premises situate at Kedgeree containing a hail four bedrooms and an open 
verandah standing on eight high as cf ground mute or less ';mrouuicattun 
with Calcutta in the idays was maintained entirely by boats. Fast rowing 
pinnaces went out from Khijiri to meet incoming vessels and receive the 
earliest news from Europe for the various newspaper* which flmulshed in 
• .ilcutta- and flit u rally there were exciting race* to town to secure the first 
publication of the news. Later a string of semaphores, which transmitted 
messages by the movement of arms, was established This, of course, was 
entirely superseded by the introduction of tire electric telegraph in 1852, but 
some of the towers may still be seen on thr banks of the river as at Brul, 
Dhaja and Heighty Point. 

Communication with Calcutta must have been fairly easy in lyHih as an 
advertisement on Lhe 19th of August of that year states that *" John Lambe, a 
midshipman belonging to the Btfria/f^n, doped from the mid ship at 
Kedgeree nbftnt the 20th of July last, and soon after was seen In Calcutta. 

tn 1856. Custom House Officers boarded incoming ships at Khijiri amt 
left them there on their outward journey, The channel continued along the 
rhore till riS&| when it shifted to mid-river, and since then Khijiri anchorage 
and eluutnci have steadily deteriorated. With the desertion of the ves^k, 
Khijiri immediately lost importance, and a tidal semaphore and an occa¬ 
sional baasr are the only things of living interest in the place. 

There are at the present time two large brick building*, one a Public 
Work? Department bungalow and ibe other used as a Post Office through 
,-fhich a daily service by Mk runners is maintained with Kukrahati amj 
Diamond Harbour. The chief historical attraction is a well preserved 
cemetery enclosed within a wall situated at the back of the Post Offiee, and 
till cjuite recently the numerous tumbs. some of considerable she and striking 
appearance, showed the past importance or the town. A few years ago the 
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earliest inscription which ' emtit be found.was >n « decked and brdfcen slab 
dated iSoo, and to lhe memory uf the boatswain of a ship; bat -omeof the 
grave* without in*criptfom were probably of an earlier date.
